Attorney David M. Keller, member of 


the Newark Board of Education from 
11"' Kouith ward, and Clerk of that 
body, was seen Saturday morning ,and 
ashed his opinion as to the status of,'25'000 Handkershiefs at 
Boards of Education in Ohio and their 
members under 
the new municipal 


code, which will go into effect next 
Spring. He said: 


"The 
new municipal code does in no 


respect affect the laws heretofore gov- 
erning the management of the public 
schools, except in this, hereafter, the 
members of Boards of Education will 
be elected from the new wards, into 
which the cities will be divided imder 
the provisions of the new code. 


"The new code does not repeal any 


of the laws heretofore enacted for the 
management of the public schools. 


"There is but one allusion made i& 


the new code to Boards of Education 
and that is in section ilC which pro- 
vides tnat the wards established at 
any time under thc authority of the 
new code shall exist, for all local elec- 
tion and other purposes for which 
wards are recognized by law, including 
the election of members of boards of 
education in cities in which members 
are elected by wards." 


Section 3898 of the Revised Statutes 


of Ohio as amended in volume 92, 
page 424, Ohio Laws, provides as fol- 
'lows 'that in any suci city which has 
been or may be redistricted for elec- 
tion purposes, by whomsoever or how- 
soever, such redistricting may be made 
such redistricting shall not affect the 
terms of the members of the Board oC 
Education, then in office, but each, of 
sa^d members shall serve the full terra 
for which he was elected, and shall be' 
the member in said Board for the re- 
mainder of the term for which lie was 
elected, of the ward in whi;h be re- 
sides after such redistricting is made, 
if such ward shall be a part or the 
whole of the ward In which, be was 
elected.'" 


"Said Section further provides that 


at the annual election for city officers, 
occurring next after such redistricting 
has been or may be had, a member, 
shall be elected for each ward creat- 
ed by sucb redJstricting, in which a 
member does not hold over, as above 
provided. 
The members 
chosen at 


sucb elections from wards entitled to 
ilect members for a term of two years, 
saall serve lor such period, and until 
their successors, wbo shall also be 
elected for a similar term, are elected 
and qualified. Members chosen at such 
election, from wards not entitled at 
such election to choose members for 
a term of two years, shall serve for 
one year., at the expiration of which 
term a successor shall be elected for 
each of said members, to serve for a 
period of two years, and until bis suc- 
cesor, who shall be elected for a term 
of two years, shall be elected and 
qualified. Any ward which, but for the 
holding overof a member as above prc- 
vided, would elect a member at the an- 
nual election for city officers, occur-
